DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . In response to the amendment received March 13, 2009: 

a. Claims 1-13 are pending; 

b. The previous specification objection is withdrawn in light of Applicant's 
response; 

c. The prior art rejections of record are withdrawn in light of Applicant's 
arguments. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-13 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art of record are held to reasonably teach, suggest or render obvious the invention 
of claims 1-13. For example, upon further consideration, the prior art rejection of record 
is not held to teach of the claimed bypass passage connecting the coolant supply 
manifold and the discharge supply manifold, wherein the bypass passage has a larger 
cross-section than a cross-section of the coolant passages. Yang which does teach of 
a bypass passage does not teach of the cross-section relationship as recited in claim 1 . 
None of the prior art of record are held to reasonably teach, suggest or render obvious 
this feature. Therefore the claims appear allowable over the prior art of record.
